Usually this is attained through the Intelligence Orientation 
Course which is conducted by the Office of Training for that specific pur- 
pose. Some individuals have acquired much of this knowledge incidental to 
their particular assignments with the Agency and would not benefit signifi- 
cantly by attending the entire Intelligence Orientation Course.

personnel under the cognizance of their respective Career Services who, 
in the IOC Waiver Test administered by the Office of Training, achieve 
scores not less than the following:

28 Introduction to Communism
